The lumbering and wood interests of 


he Trnckee river were never in a more 
lonrishing condition than at present, 
(early all th* mills are now running 
•ith big contracts to fill, and the few 
,h»t have not yet started up wilt do so 
n a few days. The Pacific Lumber 
and Wood Company have upwards of 
hree million feet of logs on the Little 
Truckee and at the mill. They are run- 
ning night and day, and will continue 
o do so till Fall. They expect to cut 
it least ten million feet this season. 
Bedding & Hohen will put in 8,000 
cords of wood at -Frosser Creek. Of 
his a large amount is already cut, and 
he work of repairing the Alder creek 
lume, preparatory to flaming it to the 
•ailroad track, is being pushed ahead as 
vigorously as possible. Thompson & 
jtone, of the Pacific shingle mill, at 
lamp 1C, expect to cut five million 
ihingles this season. They have also a 
contract for putting in several hundred 
cords of railroad wood, and furnish eai- 
iloyment for a large number of men. 
Jeorge Schaffar is running steadily, and 
ixpects to cut five or six million feet 
between now and the first of September 
when he will shut down, and move his 
mill a mile and a half further back in 
he timber. Eatz & Henry, at Verdi, 
are running their mill to its fullest 
sapacity. They have contracted for all 
he lumber they can cut nnd are making 
calculations for a prosperous season. 
S. Lowery has a number of men cutting 
ailroad wood near Donner Lake. 
His 


contract calls for 2,000 cords which is 
o be delivered on the railroad between 
!oldstream and Strong's Canyon. The 
Pruckee Lumber Company is now run- 
ning night and day. They expect to 
cut more lumber this year than any-sea- 


i for ten years past. They have 


placed their figures at fifteen million 
eet, and may exceed that amount, 
their factory is running full handed, 
and is crowded with orders. Stewart 
IcKay is making calculations to get 
>ut 2,500 cords of wood for the railroad 
company, to be delivered on the flat be- 
ow town. At Bronco the wood busi- 
ness will be rushed. 
A. M. Wickes has 


contract for getting out 5,000 cords of 
(rood for the railroad company and will 
ikely get out as much more for his pri- 
vate trade. The Boca Mill Oompany 
anticipate a lively season's work. They 
are now working night and day, aud ex- 
pect to cut ten million feet before they 
ihut down. 
Richardson Bros, have 


)een sawing for the past two weeks and 
lave logs enough for some time yet. 
They have started their logging teams 
and locomotive, and are getting in logs 
last. 
They are only running a half 


crew on their box factory and planer at 
tfartis Creek, on account of the scarcity 
of lumber, but they expect to have 
enough dry lumber on hand by the first 
of the month, to enable them to put on 
a full crew. They have more orders for 
boxes than they can fill. Besides this 
they have a contract for putting iu two 
hundred cords of railroad wood. Elle 
Ellen will start the Truckee saw mill in 
a few days. He has a large contract on 
hand for cutting ties, besides a large 
amount of lumber already contracted 
for. He also will put in several hun- 
dred cords of railroad wood. The coin- 
ing season will be a booming one for 
Mr. Ellen. Loukey & Smith will start 
their saw mills in about two weeks. 
Their Camp 1C bus factory wilt start up 
very soon. They will iruu the Bauuar 
Mill on Sage Ken creek, and their other 
mill on Pronser creek, besides their 
Verdi factory, to their fullest capacity. 
This firm won't cut less than ten or 
twelve million feet of lumber this sea- 
son. The snow in many places back in 
the woods is still two or three feet deep, 
but is going off rapidly. In some places 
it will be ten days before much can be 
done in the way of getting out logs.

NEGLECTED 6BATEM. 


Colonel Mcnenairg Has Not Even • 


Hend.Jtoaril. 


The Lyon county Times calls atten- 


tion to the graves of soldiers at Fort 
Churchill. It says: "When Memorial 
Day is near at hand it is a fit time to 
call attention to neglected soldiers' 
graves at Fort Churchill. There are 49 
soldiers' graves there with wooden head 
boards upon which the names were 
painted. 
All of these names have been 


more or less obliterated by the action of 
tke elements, most of them entirely so, 
a few only being decipherable, and that 
with difficulty. 
The grave of Colonel 


McDermit has not even a head-board; 
it, however, is known to the people in 
the neighborhood. 
Probably not an- 


other upon which the name does not re- 
main distinctly enought to be read can 
be identified." The Silver State com- 
ments as follows: "Colonel 
Charles 


klcDermit, whose grave, according to 
.he Times, has not even a head-board, 
had command of the Department of Ne- 
'ada daring the Indian wars of 1861-5 
with headquarters at Fort Churchill. In 
he Summer of 1805 the Indians were 
on the war path in this section and en- 
deavored to drive the white settlers from 
Paradise Valley and to prevent travel 
over the Idaho road. 
Colonel McDer- 


mit took command of the troops in the 
ield against the Indians and on his way 
sack to Qnin River Station, where Fort 
McDtrniit is now situated, from a scout 
up the valley, he was shot by an Indian 
who was concealed in the brush on a 
tream now known as McDermit Creek, 
and lived only a few hours. This oc- 
urred on the 7th of August 1865, and 
lis body was placed in a rough board 
offin the best that could be procured at 
he time, and taken in a wagon to Fort 
!hmchill, where it arrived twelve days 
ater. The weather was intensely hot 
nd decomposition having set in imme- 
iately after death, it was almost impos- 
ible to gat the 
remains 
to Fort 


Ihurchill, where they were buried with 
military honors. 
Colonel McDermit 


was a brave soldi*r and in justice to his 
memory the State of Nevada if not the 
;eneral government, ought to see that a 
uitable 
and 
permanent monument 


hould mark his last resting place."
